Secretary Hughes’ position is {mpregnable within 
reason. There is no answer to his statement. The 
long and short of it is that it is impossible to deal 
with an outlaw on any basis of trust and friendly in- 
tercourse. The principles and policies of the Soviet 
Government make the Russian Government a pariah 
whose lack of good faith and repudiation of obligation 
forbid international intercourse.

MUSSOLINI'S OLD-FASHIONED ADVICB. 

In his brief talk to the Congress of the International 
Chambers of Cangress, now in session in Rome, Pre- 
mier Mussolini preached an old-fashioned doctrine.
